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IT’S TIME FOR OBAMA AND MCCAIN TO GET SPECIFIC

NEW YORK The debate season that has chewed 
up its moderators comes to a close Wednesday 
when John McCain and Barack Obama meet 
for the third time, with CBS News’ Bob 
Schieffer directing the discussion. 

The veteran “Face the Nation” host won't 
telegraph what he will ask. But he said he will 
be seeking more details about their potential 
presidencies than have been evident so far. 

“By now we've all heard their talking 
points,” he said. “We've heard the general 
outlines of what they are talking about. The 
time has come to be a little more specific.” 

They will sit at the same table for the third 
debate, so close that they will be able to reach 
out and touch each other. Schieffer hopes this 
will encourage more interaction. 


He’s not reluctant to press the men to stay 
on point. 

“Tt will not embarrass me, if they go off in 
a different direction, to say ‘excuse me, could 
you focus on the question that I just asked?” 
he said. 

Good luck. 

“He'll try,” said Vincent Hutchings, a politi- 
cal science professor at the University of 
Michigan. “But they’re pretty good at avoid- 
ing that.” 

It’s always a tough call for a journalist in 
this situation. Do you ask the question, and 
trust that it’s evident to viewers when the 
candidate is completely ignoring it? Or do you 
press persistently, taking the risk that your 
conduct becomes the issue as much as the 
question itself—as CNN’s Campbell Brown 


found when her questioning of a McCain aide 
angered the campaign. 

Bruce Cain, director of the Washington 
program for the University of California at 
Berkeley, said he hoped Schieffer could com- 
pel the candidates to speak more specifically 
about the steps they would take to solve the 
economic crisis, both short- and long-term. 

“We didn’t, as many people have noted, 
hear anything in the (second) debate that we 
didn’t hear three months ago, other than they 
support the bailout plan,” Cain said. 

Schieffer believes the election still is very 
close and many people will finally make up their 
minds based on what they see on Wednesday. 

“T don’t want to think about it too much,” 
he said, “but I think it could very well deter- 
mine who our next president will be.”

As Obama widens lead, McCain tries to gain ground

WASHINGTON Barack Obama and John 
McCain will both pursue the image of a 
strong leader in troublesome economic times 
as they meet Wednesday night for their third 
and final presidential debate. 

Their face-off comes as Obama widens 
his lead in typically Democratic states and 
campaigns with an air of optimism about his 


prospects, while McCain seeks a way to gain 
ground and finds himself defending tradition- 
ally Republican states with less than three 
weeks left in the race. 

The economic crisis has transformed the 
campaign over the past month. Obama has 
built leads nationally and in key states as the 
turmoil has returned the nation’s focus to 
President Bush’s unpopular policies. Now, the 


burden is on McCain to reverse his slide. 
Wednesday’s debate is slated to focus entire- 
ly on the economy and domestic policy. 
Advisers for each candidate say he will use 
the final debate to lay out his vision for the 
country and promote his economic policies 
while drawing differences with his opponent. 
Obama has increasingly portrayed himselfas 
a consistent and steady leader during the eco- 


nomic crisis, while labeling McCain “erratic” 
and “lurching.” The words suggest unsteadi- 
ness on the part of the 72-year-old senator. 
McCain has accused Obama of lying about 
his association with 1960s radical William 
Ayers, a founder of the violent anti-war group 
Weather Underground. McCain has softened 
that attack on the campaign trail in recent 
days, though not in his TV and radio ads.

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Daley to halt 
city services 
over three 
holidays

The steady flow of bad budget news out of 
City Hall continued Tuesday, as Mayor Daley 
announced he will shut down city services except 
for police and fire for three days during the holi- 
days. 

City workers will be told to take unpaid days 
off the day after Thanksgiving, on Christmas 
Eve and on New Year’s Eve this year and next 
year for a total of six “partial shutdown” days. 
If there is a big snowstorm or other emergency, 
Daley said, City Hall would call some workers 
back to the job. 

“This is a good thing for the city, the tax- 
payers,” said Daley, who hopes to save $20 
million from the plan. 

The mayor also said he would refrain from 
filling 1,350 vacancies on the 38,o00-strong city 
payroll, for another $49 million in savings. 

The decisions were unveiled as Daley prepared 
to present his 2009 budget proposal Wednesday. 
The city faces a $469 million shortfall over two 
years. 

On Friday, the administration announced pro- 
posals to raise the price of parking downtown, 
taking a city ambulance and going to a sporting 
event or concert through tax and fee increases. 

Labor unions representing the vast majority of 
the city’s workforce recently rejected a proposal 
from the Daley administration that their mem- 
bers take five unpaid days off work each year for 
the next four years. 

Union officials said Tuesday they do not 
think there is anything they can do to avert the 
shutdown.

CTA wants to talk to you 


Agency says it’s beefing up communications

The CTA may still have miles to go on the 
road to providing reliable, world-class ser- 
vice, but at least customers will now know 
what they are getting into before leaving 
home or work. 

The CTA introduced reforms, includ- 
ing e-mail alerts, to keep passengers better 
informed about routine service changes 
and, eventually, disruptions caused by 
equipment breakdowns and emergencies. 

Riders can sign up at transitchicago.com 
to receive planned service-change notifi- 
cations because of construction, special 
events and other situations. They also can 
view a new video on train emergency-evac- 
uation procedures on the Web site. 

The video and a new brochure explain- 
ing what rail passengers should do in an 
emergency are an attempt to end a string 
of recent incidents in which panicked 
passengers fled stranded subway trains on 
their own because no CTA personnel pro- 
vided instructions. 

Starting early next year, CTA customers 
can subscribe to emergency alerts sent as 
text messages to mobile phones or as e-mails 
to BlackBerry-like devices, officials said. 

The new efforts mark an acknowledg- 
ment that the CTA is in the communica- 


tions business as well as being a transporta- 
tion provider. 

CTA President Ron Huberman conced- 
ed that providing accurate and frequent 
communications, especially when needed 
the most, has been a chronic failure. 

“Over the last year, it has been very clear 
we have to change the way we communi- 
cate,” he said. 

Pace, the suburban bus agency, has had 
an e-mail subscription service for about 
two years, said spokesman Patrick Wilmot. 
Riders can sign up at pacebus.com. Metra 
does not offer e-mail alerts. The commuter 
railroad is upgrading its Web site, metrarail. 
com. 

In an emergency, the CTA will dispatch 
a “tactical field team” focused on keeping 
customers informed, he said. An emer- 
gency information hot line also will be 
established. 

The new measures will include technol- 
ogy to offer real-time, detailed announce- 
ments aboard trains and buses from the 
CTAs control center, instead of the cur- 
rent pre-recorded messages that tend to 
be of little use in making alternative travel 
plans and often are repeated over and over 
to the annoyance of riders.

modernize the agency’s communications 
program, CTA President Ron Huberman 
said. All work was done in-house using 
the existing budgets and no additional 
costs will be incurred, he said. 


entering service in 2010, a video system 
will allow train operators and control-cen- 
ter personnel to view what’s taking place in 
individual cars. In addition, real-time maps 
will show the train’s location and upcom- 
ing stops to help travelers. 

Part of the communications-improve- 
ment plan involves making the CTA Web 
site easier to use, Huberman said. By early 
2009, the new home page will display the 
status of each rail line as well as bus routes 
affected by major delays because of planned 
or emergency service rerouting. During an 
emergency, the appearance of the page will 
change dramatically to highlight key infor- 
mation that riders need, Huberman said. 

During the next year, new electronic mes- 
sage boards and fixed signs will be placed at 
CTA rail stations. The message boards will 
announce how many minutes until the next 
train arrives and provide instructions and 
travel information during service disrup- 
tions and emergencies, officials said.

Teen dies after dragging 

A teenage boy died Monday, a day after he was 
dragged down a street by a passenger in a car 
with which his car had collided in a Little Village 
intersection, authorities said. 

The teenager was driving south in the 2400 
block of South Hamlin Avenue Sunday when 
his vehicle was struck by a westbound vehicle, 
police said. 

A passenger in the other vehicle grabbed 
Christopher Sodaro, 17, and that vehicle drove 
away while dragging Sodaro. 


In struggle, man shoots leg 

A man shot himself in the leg during a struggle 
with a police officer on the South Side on 
Tuesday afternoon, police said. 

The shooting happened about 3:40 p.m. in 
the 1500 block of East 74th Street, police said. 
The man was taken to Jackson Park Hospital.

Professor Ayers 
keeps low profile 


As his name was tossed back and forth 
Tuesday in the fury of the presidential 
campaign, 1960s radical William Ayers 
spent the day as he often does, working 
quietly as a professor and trying to 
ignore the political tempest. 

Officials at the University of Illinois 
at Chicago say Ayers is on a previously 
scheduled sabbatical, but he was on 
campus Tuesday, sitting on a lunch-hour 
doctoral dissertation panel. 

The man who was a Weather 
Underground member and decades 
later worked with Barack Obama 
is being increasingly cited by John 
McCain’s supporters, who accuse 
Obama of “palling around with 
terrorists.” Obama’s campaign counters 
that McCain is using “smears” involving 
Ayers to distract voters from the 
economic Crisis. 

When the Tribune caught up with 
Ayers on Tuesday, he had no interest in 
joining the unpleasant conversation. 

“What could I possibly add?” he 
asked from the door to his office. “Life 
happens.” 

Earlier in the campaign, Obama’s 
controversial former pastor, Rey. 
Jeremiah Wright Jr, only heightened 
attention on his past remarks by

publicly defending them. In contrast, 
Ayers has avoided public statements, 
and indeed declined to comment 
further to the Tribune. 

McCain told a St. Louis radio station 
Tuesday that he is likely to bring up 
Ayers at Wednesday night’s debate. 
The Obama campaign seemed ready 
for that, unveiling a radio ad declaring: 
“When Ayers committed crimes in the 
’60s, Obama was 8 years old. Obama 
condemned those despicable acts. 
Ayers has had no role in Obama’s 
campaign, and will have no role in his 
administration.” 

When Obama began his first state 
Senate bid in the mid-’gos, he visited 
Ayers’ home for a meeting. Ayers and 
Obama also worked together on school 
reform issues. The McCain camp issued 
a statement Tuesday that Obama had 
“made an independent judgment to 
befriend an unrepentant terrorist.”

The FTC, 
which handles 
the civil aspect 
of illegal spam 
cases, asked the US. District Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois to issue a 
temporary injunction against two men in 
New Zealand and Texas, prohibiting them 
from sending spam and making false prod- 
uct claims. 

The court also froze their assets, which 
may eventually be returned to consumers 
who bought the drugs. 

Authorities in New Zealand are pressing 
their own case against the New Zealand 
man’s brother, who is also accused of par- 
ticipating in the spam operation. 

The FTC said it received more than three 
million complaints about spam related to 
the network. Officials are still tallying the 
sales volume, but estimate that the spam- 
mers’ take was in the millions of dollars. 


DIRTY DINING 
Bridgeport 
eatery shuttered 


Mayor Daley’s Dumpster Task Force closed 
the Chinese Royal Kitchen in Bridgeport 
on Tuesday after city inspectors discovered 
a mouse infestation and other unsanitary 
conditions. 

Inspectors said they found more than 
440 mice droppings and more than 25 
flying insects at the restaurant located at 
220 W. 31st St. The restaurant can reopen 
after fixing its violations for inadequate 
pest control, failure to protect food 
contact surfaces from contamination 
and inadequate plumbing and passing a 
reinspection. 

A manager did not return RedEye’s 
phone call by press time.

The Publican’s first Sunday dinner featured an entree choice of porchetta 
from lowa’s Becker Lane farm or slow-roasted Scottish salmon with beets, 
sorrel and leeks vinaigrette. The salmon was tasty, but the pork, served 
with slow-roasted cavolo nero (sometimes called Tuscan or dinosaur 
kale), was juicy and deeply flavorful—easily the best dish we tried at The 


Publican. M.k.p.

tiered, standing-room- 
only wooden tables, a 
nod to European beer 
halls as well as a convenient way to 
appease overflow diners until a seat 
becomes available — reservations are 
accepted only Sundays (see below). 
The high tables are also ideal for 
snacking and scoping, and if open- 
ing week is any indication, they’re 
where you'll find the trendier ele- 
ments of the crowd perched after 
work and throughout the night. 
The Publican opens at 3:30 p.m. 
Monday-Saturday with an abbrevi- 
ated menu featuring only oysters 
(six varieties) and ham (three vari- 
eties). If you find yourself graz- 
ing later in the evening (dinner 
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starts at 5:30 p.m. daily), don’t miss 
the crisp, salty pork rinds ($5) and 
the addictive frites ($5) with equal- 
ly addictive aioli. And, of course, 
there’s the beer. 

It’s hard to explain just how 
seriously The Publican takes beer. 
We could tell you that there are 
12 wood-handled taps pouring cult 
faves such as Coffee Bender ($8) 
from Minnesota’s Surly Brewing 
Company and _ seldom-seen-on- 
draft selections like La Trappe 
(Koningshoeven) Quadrupel ($11). 
We also could tell you that there 
are about 80 beers available by the 
bottle, or that there’s a reserve list 
in the works. But none of that will 
drive the point home like a trip to 
the restroom, where in nearly every 
stall you'll find a single beer stein 
displayed under lights and behind 
glass with utmost reverence, like a 
museum piece. Now that’s respect. 

The food here bows respect- 
fully to beer too—or perhaps it’s 
the other way around. Either way, 
the two quickly become partners 
in a decadent plot to seduce you. 
Smaller plates, designed for sharing, 
include jarred pork rillettes ($12) 
and a not-to-be-missed charcute- 
rie plate ($19) of game bird terrine, 
Morteau sausage and head cheese. 
Pork, as you might have gathered, 
makes its way into a good portion of 
the dishes. It even shows up in the 
salads— our chili-garlic vinaigrette- 
dressed heirloom apple salad ($9)

was sprinkled with small strips of 
bacon, and in playful recognition 
of the hog-obsessed menu, a Little 
Gem organic lettuce salad is actu- 
ally cheaper if you choose to add 
crispy pig’s ears ($8 without pig’s 
ears, $7 with). 

Larger plates, such as the 
Lindeman’s Gueuze Cuvee René- 
steamed Bouchot mussels ($18), 
a wood-roasted half chicken with 
frites and summer sausage ($20), 
and a potee of pork shank, belly 
and tenderloin with horseradish 
aioli ($25) can be shared or ordered 
as individual entrees. We found 
at least one dish—a house-made 
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chicken and pork boudin blanc ($15) 
served over frisee, roasted grapes 
and a crisp hash brown cake—that 
we'd just as soon keep to ourselves. 
And the only flaw we noticed open- 
ing week was that some dishes — the 
heirloom apple salad in particular— 
were oversalted. Of course, that’s 
nothing the arsenal of palate-sooth- 
ing beers can’t remedy. 

Besides, we can’t blame the kitch- 
en for being a bit overzealous right 
out of the gates. They’ve been wait- 
ing a long time for this too.

PP" Xhances are you're not fluent in 
French. But when you hear French 
pop singer Yelle, chances are you

That’s because, even though the rising interna- 
tional phenomenon (real name: Julie Budet) sings 
only in French, she fills her 2007 debut album 
“Pop-Up” with so many irresistible radio and club 
hits-in-waiting that DJs—and people just look-

Budet riffs on sub- 
jects such as masturbation and lesbian tempta- 
tion. 

Budet speaks English too, but she unfortu- 
nately struggled to understand several of our 
questions. (Multiple attempts to discover if 
the French want Paris Hilton to change her 
name were misinterpreted as questions about 
performing in America or about Perez Hilton, 
who debuted Yelle’s video “Ce Jeu” on his blog.) 
Here’s a roundup of info Budet, 25, offered on 
the phone from Sao Paulo, Brazil. 


On why people enjoy songs 
about lesbian temptation, 
like Yelle’s “Les Femmes (The 
Women)” and Katy Perry’s 

“| Kissed a Girl”: “I think 
maybe today it’s easier to 
talk about your sexual ori- 
entation. It’s not a problem 
today to say, ‘I am a het- 
erosexual, but I can have 
an experience with a girl.’ 
In France it’s already really 
taboo to talk about sex on 
TV or on the radio, and 
people don’t want to hear 
that because lots of young 
people listen and watch the 
TV. But I think if you found 
the good way to talk about 
sex it’s not a problem. And 


you can say, ‘OK, I can have 
experience with a girl.’ Katy 
Perry, with ‘I Kissed a Girl, 
she’s young, she’s 22 or 23, 
and she comes from the 
same generation [as] me, 
you know. It’s a more free 
generation. We just want to 
be free in our life and in our 
sexuality. We can test and 
you can have lesbian experi- 
ences. It’s not a problem. 
And we can stay with a boy.” 


If wild styles in photos and vid- 
eos represent what she wears 
normally: “We try to be dif- 
ferent and to give different 
views of our style because 

T have different [faces]. 


Sometimes I can be shy. 
Sometimes I can be more 


expressive. It’s important 
for me to have these differ- 
ent parts in the video too, 
and in the style too. I can be 
in totally black and maybe 
after I can wear something 
more colorful. It’s not a 
problem because for me it’s 
{reflective} of my personal- 
ity. Normally I have always 
something colorful on me. 
Sometimes it’s a bag, or my 
shoes.” 


On something that Yelle would 
do that Budet wouldn't: “It’s 
not acharacter. It’s a real 
part of me. It’s just an exten- 


sion. In real life maybe ’m 
alittle bit shy, and maybe 
[Yelle is} my really expres- 
sive part. And it’s really 
important for me to keep 
the two parts on stage. And 
of course when I’m on stage, 
I’m more expressive than in 


real life.” 


On her live show: “It’s really 
{a} rock and electro show. It 
was really important to give 
another view of our album 
because it’s really pop, but 
then on stage it’s more rock 
ny’ roll and more powerful.” 


Her sales pitch for the album: 
“I think it’s an album for my 


generation. It’s an album 
{that] talks about my real 
life, talks about the real life 
of a 25-year-old girl, about 
love and sex and parties. It’s 
really full of joy. With this 
album I just want to make 
people have fun and to give 
pleasure to the people.” 


On non-French fans not 
understanding her lyrics: 

“At the beginning when we 
start to write in French, it 
was the question, ‘Maybe it 
would be a problem for us.’ 
And in fact it’s really crazy 
because we have messages 
from people who say to us, 
‘OK, we don’t understand 


but we find translation on 
the Web and we try to know 
what to sing.’ It’s really 

cool for me to know that. 
English people and Spanish 
people can understand some 
typical French expressions, 
‘Comme ci comme ca,’ 
‘Cest la vie, ‘Je ne vous,’ and 
we use these little expres- 
sions in our songs. So it’s 
not so complicated, I think. 
{Laughs} You can under- 
stand some words. It’s 

really, really about the 


music.”

recipe for success. 


What do you think distinguished Season 
5? How was it different than past seasons? 
It was not as clear to all of us I think 
who was going to go to the end. The 
season before we kind of had a feeling 
of which designers are going to make 
it into the running in the end. We 
always had five or six designers that we 
were like, every time, they’re going to 
come up with something good. And 
this season, it was a little bit all over 
the place. It was very literal when I 
said, “One day you’re in, and the next 
day you’re out.” 


It seems like no matter what season, 
there’s always someone that the audi- 
ence loves to hate. It’s interesting how 
Kenley has emerged as that person this 
time. Was she as obnoxious in person as 
she’s been coming across in the last few 
episodes? 

You can only work with what people 
give you. We don’t change their words. 
What they say is what they say. So 

she was the way you see her. She was 
laughing at people at times, she would 
talk back. And it is a very hard thing 
for these designers to be on the run- 
way and show themselves to everyone, 
but this is what you sign up for. You 
have to take the criticism. And I don’t 
think she could handle that very well. 
But she is a good designer. 


It’s amazing to see that this season the 
ratings are as high as they’ve ever been. 
What do you think accounts for the dura- 
bility of “Runway”? 

I think that the show gives a lot of 
hope to people, that if you have a 
talent, you can actually still make it 
somewhere. ... 

But also why I think the show gets 
bigger and bigger every year and is 

so successful is because you actually 
watch people with talent. People say, 
“Oh, what do you think about “Top 
Chef?’ ” And I’m always like, I mean, 


I love food, but I don’t understand. 

I can’t taste what they make. I can’t 
taste if this tastes better than that. 

I can only see what they do. And so 

I don’t get it. But I think in “Project 
Runway,” you can make more of your 
opinions, because you can actually see 
the fashions. 


How does having the show in L.A. change 
the flavor? 

What has been really great is that— 
especially with Nina [Garcia] and 
Michael [Kors] not being here all the 
time because they also have a lot of 
work to do in New York City—is that 
we've had so many great stars come on 
the show, which I think a lot of people 
enjoy watching. And I always love to 
hear their point of view, because most 
of time you don’t hear that.

News flash: The economy stinks. 

It’s not a good time to be throwing money 
at things that don’t rate as necessities—a 
description that applies to many gadgets. 

Inconveniently enough, though, the stuff 
of a technological lifestyle—hardware, soft- 
ware, services—can quickly add up. Anda lot 
of these items are essential to many people. 
So how can you chip away at that figure? 

The obvious answer is to do nothing: That 
is, don’t buy new things. This option isn’t 
always viable, however. Gadgets break, and 
technological progress can make using an 
older model seem painful. 

When that time comes, shop defensively. 
Employ price-comparison sites, like pricegrab 
ber.com, shopping.yahoo.com and Microsoft’s 
Live Search Cashback (search.live.com/cash 
back), to locate the cheapest deal. Resist the 
temptation of this year’s alleged must-have 
to buy whatever people were excited about a

year ago. Buying used hardware also can slash 
costs. 

Software provides another way to trim 
the tech budget. Investigate free and open- 
source alternatives to commercial pro- 
grams— OpenOffice (openoffice.org) instead 
of Microsoft Office, for example. 

Your greatest savings, however, are in the 
subscriptions that make up most of the oper- 
ating costs. 

With cell phone, land-line, TV and Internet 
services, you can easily hit $175 a month. 

Many people have ditched land-line 
phones, but if that’s not an option, you can 
still pare your service to the minimum. Drop 
features like call waiting, and switch to a 
metered-rate option that only includes a set 


on your mobile phone.

number of outbound calls, after which you 
pay about a dime per call. 

You should also start making long-distance 
calls from your cell phone. Wireless phone 
service, in turn, offers easy cost savings if your 
plan includes excess features you rarely use. 

Then look at TV. Do you need all the chan- 
nels you are buying? When’s the last time you 
considered a different provider? The first-year 
discounts that cable, satellite and fiber-optic 
carriers offer to new subscribers can cut costs 
more than half. 

Internet access, by contrast, doesn’t offer 
much pricing flexibility. You typically buy a 
broadband connection without any options 
you can later decline. You should, of course, 
consider what other broadband options reach 
your home; for example, DSL typically costs 
less than cable-modem service. 

But broadband Internet, unlike TV and 
land-line phone connections, also can dupli- 
cate those services if 
you're willing to put 
it to work. 

Consider long-dis- 
tance calling: Voice 
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over Internet protocol (VoIP) costs far less 
than land-line long distance and doesn’t carry 
the time-of-day limits of cell phone long dis- 
tance. EBay’s Skype (skype.com), for instance, 
allows free computer-to-computer audio and 
video chatting, plus computer-to-phone calls 
for pennies a minute.

If a karaoke singer croons and there’s no live 
audience, lingering aroma of booze or cheesy 
video accompaniment, is it still karaoke? 

Anew generation of online karaoke singers 
thinks so— especially when their audience can 
number in the hundreds, even thousands, and 
they can claim fans who live halfway around 
the world. 

It’s also a great way to practice until 
perfect—without fear of being heckled or the 
shame of a song gone wrong, very wrong. 

“The thing about regular karaoke or 
auditioning for American Idol is you get one 
shot to do it perfectly. This tells you [that] 
you can do it over again,” said Katie Peters, a 
sophomore at the University of Washington. 

At 19, Peters is too young to be let into 
many karaoke bars, but she’s just the right 
age to check out the newest karaoke songs 
available on MySpace. 

“I was browsing MySpace through my 
music site and I saw in the ‘More’ section:

The Sims on Stage, MySpace Karaoke and 
Red Karaoke are just three of the karaoke 
sites online. These sites had numerous 
selections, the ability to upload music files 
and consistent playback and recording quality,
